To create improved morale among railway 

-employes and thus make for the increased 
~ efficiency, economy and courtesy of railway 
service ; 


To meet the competition of other railroads 
and of other means of transportation. 


The response of the public to railway efforts 
in this direction has been such as to convince 
railway men that thelr effort has more than jus- 
tified itself. The railroads have nothing to sell 
but transportation, and the good will of the 
pubie is of great benefit to them in facilitating 
és production and distribution.
